Zamboni was consul general in 
Salonica, Greece, in 1943 when-he 
arranged for special passes to Italian- 
controlled Athens for 280 Jews.

Fuji orchards throughout most of 
the state arc affected, said Jim 
Mattheis, an apple researcher at the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture Tree 
Fruit Laboratory in Wenatchee. 
There has been no report of the prob-

W ashington or jn Cal jforrila . Fuji 
orchards, Maitheis said.

the state’s largest Fuji growers, 
escaped discloration problems with 
bagged fruit but had more than usual 
with unbegged apples.

The problem resembles storage 
scald but reacts differently to storage 
conditions' and docs not spread 
around the entire fruit, like scald, 
Mattheis ijpid.
